Iliibcrai Conduct of Liberals 
ToAVHi'ds Irishmen. 

London, Deo. 15, — A moyenient waa 
begun this afteruoun which involvea prob- 
ably the rujst astounding schomo of po- 
litical revenge aad proscription in the his- 
tory of this generation. The tnorement 
grenr out of a meeting at the national lib- 
eral club of those liberal members whoso 
majorities had been reduced by the cast- 
ing of the Irisli vote for toriea, and those 
libernl cuiididates for parliamentary seats 
who had been defeated by tho same tac- 
tics. It was a very aoreheaded assemblage, 
and great bitterness against the Irish v/m 
displayed in all the speeches made. Many 
speakora said their own Irish workmen on 
their farnia and estntea and in thuir mines 
and factories, whom they hud provided 
with auatonanco in troublous times, had 
agitated and voted againat tlioir musters, 
their bread providers, at the bidding of 
strangers. The allusion to strangers refer?, 
of coursB, to the Parnellito manifesto, 
which wag issued on the Saturday preced- 
ing the borough elections, and which ex- 
horted all Irish electora in Great Britain 
to vote for tories, except in cases of a few 
specified radicals. 

IRI.SU LAIIORER.S TO BE DISCHAROBD, 

Other apeakera declared that it was oas - 
ly proved by the statistics that the chief 
employers of Irish labor in Great Britain 
were liberals. These wore found all over 

the land, among the great mine ownera 
and iron maatera of the Black country, 
the great mill ownera of Manclioater and 
Lancaster, the groat manufacturers of 
Birmingham, tho gruat shipping inerchunti 
of Liverpool, and the great ship builders 
of tho (Jlyde and tho Tweed. These great 
liberal proprietors had freely employed 
Irish artisaiia and laborers, and a cun- 
aidorable proportion of tho wages paid by 
liberal masters to the Irish had none to 
strengthen the national league agitation. 

The result of the moeting was the adop- 
tion, by a unanimous vote, of a resolution 
pledging'eath gontloinan present not to 
employ Irish labor in the future, and to 
gradually, but aa speedily aa possible, dis- 
charge all Irish workmen now employed. 
Advocates of this sweeping measure of 
proscription spoke of it as a boycotting 
scheme. The speakers assured the meet- 
ing that the whole machioory of the Bir- 
mingham caucus would be employed to 
make tho so called boycotting effective. 
They said that British liberal workmen 
who had always been friendly toward their 
Irish colleagues were embittered against 
them. Those workmen could therefore 
be relied upon to co-operate with their 
employers againat the Irish, and would 
surely carry the measure furthoi- by boy- 
cotting all Iri^h tradesmen and publicans.

Morse's soap works were burned last 
night. Loss §GO,0OO. The origiu of tho 
fire ia a mystery. 

Windsor, Dec, 11. — A number of 
Ohio bankers endeavored to forcibly 
abduct Joaoph Hosdowitcli acro.ss tln! 
river at Windsor on Saturday, but the 
Windsor police prevented the scheme 
from being carried out. Ilosdowiteli is 
the Mimslield, Ohio, bank clerk who 
made olFwiih .^^(10,000 worth of boiuLs, 
and was across tho river early in the 
morning. All of a sudden he remem- 
bered that the bonds were hiidon in 
Windsor, and that tlmre was no use go- 
ing back without them. So his keepers 
foolishly allowed him to retrace his 
steps, and subsequently tried to abduct 
hitu. 

London, Dec. 10.— The Telegraph 
learns that tho Marchioness of Lome 
will probably re visit Canada in 188G. 

The locomotive works, which have 
been almost idle for some time, will re- 
sume operations in a few days, a con- 
tract to make several engines havinj,' 
been received from the Canadian PulI 
fic. 

Kingston, Dec. 10. — Geo. Horn 
check, aged GO, while tem])orarily in- 
sane, made several gashes in his heaiJ 
whh an axe yesterday. He won't re 
cover. 

Halikax, Dec. 10. — At the Bridge- 
town almshouse yesterday Daniel 
Playes, aged 87, choked to death by a 
piece of meat sticking in bis throat. 

A boy four years of age, son of 
James Whelan, was killed to-night by 
being given a spoonful of carbolic acid 
in mistake for a medical [jreparatioii. 

A violent gale from the south-east 
prevails in this region to night. The 
coast is envulopvd iu dense darkness. 
The wind is blowing directly on shore 
with great veiociiy. 

Montukal, Dec. 10.— Three direiv 
tors of the Post news|)aper have re- 
signed on account of the stand taken 
by that fa.\mT on the Kiel question. 

Qui;j|Ec, Dec. 8. — It is stated that 
Archbishop Tacbe, of St. Boniface, sent 
a dispatch on November 29, to La 
Minerve, of Montreal, telling them to 
Hiop using his name to defend the gov 
ernmeut, and saying that the govern- 
ment waa responsible for the rebellion 
and bad hanged a madman. 



A Dublin Feuiun Sensation. 

Dublin, Dec. 11. — The aggressive 
section of the Fenian brolherhocd is 
Bomewhut startled today by the an- 
nouncement that the man whorecenily 
surrendered to the police for protection 
and gave the imnie of .John Kelly and 
his occupation as a laborer is really 
Joieph Sinilh the invincible who tuni- 
ed informer and testified against the 
men who were hanged for the assassin- 
ation of Lor<) Fred. Cavendish and Un- 
der Secretary Burke, in Pluenix Park. 
Kelly, when he surrendei-ed himself, 
stated that he was a member of a se- 
cret organization, and had been nolili 
ed under pain of death to shoot Cur- 
ran, county court judge, who examin- 
ed the Invincibles under the Crimes 
Act, BIr. Bolton, Crown solicitor, and 
others. He also said he was concerneil 
in the burning of corn belonging to 
the Artano industrial school, and men- 
tioned the names of some fanners 
whose hay and corn are also to be 
burned, it will be remembered that on 
March 34, last, a report wa» published 
through Great Brittin stating that 
JOH«ph Smith, the ii\former, died from 
intemperance. May 7tli again, it was 
announced that Joseph Smith uied in 
London, where for a long tirie he was 
a hopeless drunkard.

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THE POLITIGAL SITUATION IN 

IjV ENGLAND. 

Yesterday's dispatches lead to the be- 
lief that Gladstone is about to capitulate 
and that Parnell, holding tho balanco of 
of pdw'er,'. is .DOW master of the political 
Bituation. The position is very grave. 
With both liberals and conservatives co- 
quetting with the Purnellitea it will be ill- 
deed atrango if, out uf thu oxiatinx dis- 
order, there is not evolved a liberal 
roeasure of home-rulo, and that before tho 
coming year is at an end an Irish parlia- 
ment will assemble at Dublin. The latest 
mail advices from England state that ne- 
£rotiations between the conservatives and 
tho whiga for an anti-ParnoU coalition 
make but olov.' progress, and tlie outlook 
for the consorvativoa in this direction is 
discouraging. It is believed that tlioy 
have hitherto approached only a few mod- 
erate nobodies in the liberal ranks. They 
have made overtures to perhaps a dozen 
of the eminently respectable whigs, who 
have been returned as liberals from the 
agricultural counties. Tho dofeotioii of 
these gentlemen from the liberal sidi! 
would inflict nothing more than a numeri- 
cal loss upon the libori»l party. They do 
not ahiiio in debuto, buoauae they do not 
debate. 'J'hoy m-ti not invited to the in- 
ner counciia of tiio party, because tlioy 
have never noticed previous iiivitatioiia. 
They are useful according to their noiu- 
bors when there is a close division, but 
they are generally absent on such occa- 
sions. Among the members of this type 
are the Hon. Jleaara. Fitzwilliain, younger 
sons of tho third and fourth earls of Fitz- 
william. Tlioy liavo aat for years aa liber- 
al members for .Yorkahiro, but liavo al- 
ways been suspected of conservative 
leanings. Another lukewarm liberal is Sir 
Edward William Watkin. He sat aa a 
liberal for twenty years, btjt he has just 
been re-elected for Ilyihe as an independ - 
ent, his op[)onont being a radical. Some 
of these gentlunien believe tl\at thoir 
peculiar abilities could be bettor 
displayed on tlie benchea of the 
house of lords, and it should 
not be forgotten that Lord Salisbury will 
have ample time to create a score of peer- 
ages before any turn of the crisis can un- 
seat huu. The cothservativea have proba- 
bly gained a handful of recruits among 
the weak-kneed _ and land-owning whiga, 
but such stalwarts as Lord Uartington 
and Mr. Goschen have not even boon ap- 
proached. Such men are, in fact, unap- 
proachable at present. They have de- 
termined at least to await tho opening of 
tho new parliament and to atudy ita dn- 
vulopment. They are especially anxious 
to know the extent of Mr. Parnell's de- 
mands. Many politicians, including a 
majority of the whig inpnibprit, cherish 
the hope th.it ho will take much leas than 
ho has hitherto fornuilaled. Tliid hope ia 
baaad largely upon the belief that the na- 
tionalists cannot alford the expense of 
another general election within a few 
months or weeks. The Orangemen .are 
defiant and pugnacious. The conserva- 
tive members from Ulater intend to no- 
tify the house of their undying opposition 
to home rule. i\Ioat of them aro animated 
by the apirit which haa been displayed by 
Mr. William Johnatono, tho Orange 
leader of Belfast. Mr. Juhnstone has 
just been elected aa u atraight-out Orange- 
man, by a majority of two to one over 
his liberal and conaervative npponeutK 
combined. Flushed with this victory ho 
made a speech at Belfast yesterday, in 
which he asaurod the cheering crowd that 
the Orangemen were (juite ready to take 
up arms to defend tho union and to avert 
the coming of chaoa. Tho prevalence of 
this spirit among the Irish conservatives 
makes tho project of a conaervative-Par- 
nellite alliance appear hopeless. 



Temperance Convciiiion. 

The session of the provincial temper- 
ance convention held at the To inpor- 
ance Hill, Pandora street, was concluded 
yesterday; Rev. Mr« Robson in the chair. 
The time waa fully occupied till noon in 
discuaaing the following topics; '"The 
Scott Act in Relation to British Colum- 
bia," and ''Workingmen and Toraper- 
anee." In the aftarimuu a provincial 
branch of the Dominion Alliance was or- 
ganized, Rev. E. Robson, Nanaiino, being 
elected president, and Rev. D. Fruser, 
Victoria, aecretary. The following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 

Reaolved, That in view of the unusu- 
ally large consumption of intoxicating 
ii(|uors in this province, and the laniuiit- 
ablo results which follow, in poverty, dis- 
ease, debauchery, crime and premature 
deaths, we most earnestly call upon all 
our fellow citizons to discountenance by 
example as well as by procept, the drink- 
ing usages of the day. 

Resolved, That the license lawa of this 
province, and the municipal law, aa relat- 
ing to the liquor tratlic, are in an exceed- 
ingly unaatiafactory condition, and aro 
utterly inaufhcient for tho proper reatric- 
tion or el&cient control of that traffic; we 
therefore reoommend our friends to use 
their influence and vote for the return to 
the next provincial parliament of aiich 
candidates only aa shall and do pledge 
themselves to aaaist in the revision of these 
lawa with a view to limiting tho number 
of houses licensed, more efficiently regu- 
lating retail li(ji]or licenses, doing away 
entirely with Sunday trallicatid bars from 
groceries, and securing aa far as can bo 
done, the right of the people to protect 
themselves from the traffic, where they 
are BO disposed ; and in carrying out this 
purpose we call upon all our friends to 
rise above all prejudices and preferences, 
whether religious or political, and make

I'Le court oi 'j'ifid at 9 o'clock ytst'.iilay 
morning before Air. Justice Walkem. 

The witnesses for the defence were ex- 
amined, occupying about one hour. The 
principal witness was the purser of the 
steamer running between New Westminster 
and Yale, who stated that Greer's name ap- 
peared in the fare-book as a passenger ou 
th» up trip on the 25th June, 1884, and 
the down trip. June 27th, 1884. Hugh 
Magee stated that MoTiornsn told him 
Greer had the land some time in July, 1831. 
Three other witnesses were e.\ainined, but 
whose evidence \va» not very Uiatorial. 

Mr. Taylor addressed the ju.ry ou behalf 
of the prisoner, impressing all present witli 
the clear and forcible way in wliich ho pre- 
ponted the case. The deputy attoruey-geu- 
eral replied. 

His lordship then summed up the evi- 
dence, charging strongly against the ao- 
cused, stating that it seemed to him the 
condaot of the acetised throughout the 
whole of the transactiuus in (luestiou had 
been that of a crafty, unscrupulous man, 
whose Jesigiv was to obtain the document 
alleged to be a forgery and by means of it 
either to force the government to give him 
the land or defeat them ou a vote of 
a want of coutldBuco. .\fter alluding 
to all the pajjers and documents jiut 
in evidence as showing the evil mind 
of the accused he referred particularly to 
the latter written by him to the chairman 
of the squatters' oommittee in which ho 
erroneously gave Mr. McTiernan'a name 
as Peter, a mistake which also occurred 
in one of the documents and in which 
letter claimed that the ludian Jim's name 
haa been forged. Ilia lordship said but for 
this letter ho might have told the Jury 
there was not sufiicient evidence to con- 
vict owing to the discrepancies in the evi- 
dence partly to be acounted for in hia 
opinion by the defective' memory of 
Mr. MoTiornan, who, he believed, gave 
hia evidence truthfully and conscientious- 
ly. Hia lordahip said, however, he felt 
bound to state his belief both in justice to 
the crown and the accused, and that be- 
lief was that the letter in iiueation turned 
the scale, and the jury would have little 
hesitation in coming to the siiiuo conolu- 
aion. 

After an interval of about an hour, 
during which the jury were furnishod at 
their own request with a number of dncu- 
monts they returned into court with a 
verdict of "not guilty."

When the sentence of the court was pro- 
nounced on Cumyow ho seemed dazed for 
a moniout and unable to understand its 
drift. In a moment ho pulled himself to- 
gether and the constablo approaobed to 
plane the handcuft's on his wrists. Cumyow 
quickly divested himself of his kid gloves 
and held out his hands. The hundeutls 
closed with a sharp click. The prisoner's 
young brother, who was in the court-room, 
here approached to bid him good-bye, luul 
Cumyow, turning to the constable, begged 
him to remove the cull:; fur a inoiucnt. 
'What for?" asked the constable. 
'1 want to give my pour little brother 
my overcoat. I'll never '.vant it any uioit)." 

The constable reihoved the eull's and out- 
side coat and handed it to his brother, who 
theretipcm btirat. into a iood of tears rtud 
sobbed as if his heart would break. Cum- 
yow, who had driven to the court in a cab, 
was then walked b-.ck to jai! ;i:ul will bi^ 
sent to Now Westminster in a few days to 
eommeuco his .sentence. Ho is a smart, 
dapper youug man, a tine English scholar 
and n native of this province. 



Canoe Accident. 



An accident by which two lives were- 
nearly lost occurred a week ago off Beechy 
bay, but has not, wo believe, been eliroiu- 
cled yet. It aeoms that two men named 
McCullouch and Davis left Sooke in a 
oanoe loaded with shingles for Beechy 
bay. When off this latter place half a 
mile out, the wind high and a heavy sea 
running, the canoe capsized. Davis, by 
the aid of a paddle, managed to swim 
ashore, while McCullouch climbed in the 
bottom of the caiine. Upon receiving the 
news from Davis, two Beechy bay settlers, 
George Brown and Molntosh, went ■ ff to 
McCullouch's aid, whom they found cling 
ing to the canne, wiih breast chafed from 
friction with it and ^o far lust in uiicou- 
sciousnoas as to render it dilhciilt for the 
rescuer') tu make him loosen his hold The 
weather was ao rough that three times 
during the return to shore, the rescuers 
were nearly swamped by the waves.

P., wore also present 
uud made suitable remarks. 

!Mr. Harris said this was the third day 
that he had attended tho closing of the 
schools, and he was glad to see such pro- 
gress. He congratulated the teachers upon 
the manner m which they had brought on 
their pupils. 

Mr. Heisterman said ho was also pleased 
tu see tho progress made during tho last 
term, and he hoped that the pupils would 
i;ontinuo as they had begun. 

Mr. Iliggius said that in times gone by 
free i-choolB Tv>-io not so advanced as they 
were now, and if women knew tho simple 
parts of the English limguuge that was 
thought to be enough; but now the cause 
education was gaining ground and women 
were allowed to compete in many of the 
walks of life with men. He hoped that the 
girls would endeavor to make a mark for 
themselves. 

Mr. Theo. Davie said it was a rather un- 
expected honor to address the pupils. Ho 
hud not expected to see such a marked ini- 
piovenumt; although ho had beeu told that 
tho girls were getting on in their various 
dopaatmeuts lie did not think that they 
wore so far advanced as he found them to 
be. 

Mr. OtVerhaus saiil he had been a long 
time couuected with the public st'liools, aiul 
he was in a position to note a vast improve- 
ment. 

Mr. McMickiug advised the girls to bo 
strictly obedient to their teachers; the ben- 
elit would then be on their side, as tho 
teachers were there to help them on and if 
they did not assist the touchers there would 
1)0 a very poor showing indeed. 

The proceedings wore enlivened by some 
very pretty choruses, very able compOHl- 
tionn, recitations and readings. 

In closing Miss Armstrong exhorted her 
pupils to return with theirsninds refreshed 
for work.
